JERUSALEM — Three Israeli 
civilians were killed and live were 
injured Sunday when Palestinians 
threw firebombs ai a bus in ihe 
occupied West Bank town of Jeri- 
cho. according to military official*. 

it was the most serious attack on 
a civilian vehicle since the Palestin- 
ian uprising began in the occupied 
territories 10 months ago. 

Officials said the attack ap- 
peared to have been well organized. 
As many as five firebombs were 
thrown at the bus. which lud tor. 
stopped by makeshift roadblocks. 

Troops imposed a curfew on Jer- 
icho and searched for suspem*. 

The five injured were said to 
have been evacuated by helicopter 
to hospitals in Jerusalem. 

Extra troops have been sent into 
the West Bank and the Gaza Stnp 
to prevent trouble in connection 
with Israeli parliamentary elections 
Tuesday and a Palestinian general 
strike the same day, military offi- 
cials said. 

Earlier, soldiers shot and killed a 
Palestinian teen-ager and wounded 
14 Arabs in clashes in the occupied 
territories, Israeli radio and Arab 
hospital officials said. 

Reports said the Palestinian died 
when soldiers opened fire with 
plastic bullets on stone- throwing 
youths in the village of Beit Sabur, 
south of Bethlehem. A military 
spokesman said the army was 
checking reports of the death. 

The attack on the bus Sunday 
brought to nine the number of Is- 
raelis killed in the revolt. At least 
314 Palestinians have died. 

The Israeli Army, preparing for 
election-day violence, mounted 
search operations in the occupied 
territories, erecting barricades on 
most major roads. 

Military sources told Agence 
France- Presse earlier that the occu- 
pied territories were to be sealed off 
during the election. 

Palestinian workers who live in 
the occupied territories but work in 
Israel will be exempted from the 
iravri ban, according to tbe report 

The underground leaders of the 
Palestinian revolt, in a leaflet call- 
ing for a strike in the West Bank 
and Gaza, said that it would “mark 
the day when tbe Israeli voter votes 
forpeace or war " 

Toe leaflet referred to the meet- 
ing of the Palestine National Coun- 
cil set for Nov. 12 in Algiers. The 
council, the supreme authority of 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. is expected to declare an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state. 

Sources said late Sunday that the 
attack on the Israeli bus seemed 
linked as much to the Palestinian 
meeting as to Tuesday’s election.

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Burmese Resistance Has Not Been Quelled, a Leader Says 


Daw Aung San Suu Kyi is the 
daughter of the late hero of Burma's 
independence, U Aung San.

Angolan Peace Talks Will Miss Another Deadline

WASHINGTON — The United 
States has been unable to arrange 
another round of t al k s among 
Cuba, South Africa and Angola in 
time to meet a deadline Tuesday 
for a peace settlement, according to 
U.S. and South African sources. 

Officials from both governments 
said that not even informal consul- 
tations were expected before the 
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Nov. 1 target that the negotiating 
parties set last summer. 

The southern Africa talks, which 
began in May with the United 
States as a mediator, have now 
missed several deadlines to reach 
an accord. 

A spokesman for the South Afri- 
can Embassy in Washington said 
that during the last two weeks there 
had been “no movement whatso- 
ever” in the negotiations. 

Cuba and Angola said after the 
lost session of informal consulta- 
tions in New York on Oct 8 and 9 
that the talks bad readied an im- 
passe and that the Cubans were not 
prepared to make any more conces- 
sions to South Africa. 

Some U.S. officials believe Cuba 
and Angola may have decided to 
wait until after the U. 5. presiden- 
tial election Nov. 8. 

George Bush, the Republican 
nominee, favors continued U.S. 
support, inducting arms, for anti- 
communist Angolan rebels led by 


Jonas SavimbL Michael S. Duka- 
kis, the Democratic nominee, has 
said he will end this policy and not 
press for a Cuban troop withdrawal 
from Angola as part of a peace 
settlement in southern Africa.

In the New Hampshire primary, aides to 
Senator Bob Dole contemplated mocking 
Mr. Bush as someone who left no footprints 
in the snow. Notable Republicans have 
wondered about his lack of leadership on, 
for instance, the task forces on drugs, ter- 
rorism and regulatory reform. The question 
arose with particular force in the Iran-con- 
tra affair. IT anyone in the administration 
should have said no, never bargain with 
terrorists, it was the vice president, head of 
the terrorism task force. 

Yet there is another way to perceive him.

Both are 
better and better potential presidents, 
than the images they project on television.

This time, 
an instructive debate might have occurred 
on several central subjects: 

Can the prosperity that many Americans 
now enjoy be trusted to last — orisitafalse 
binge, financed with reckless borrowings 
from our children's future? The Communist 
world rings with change; how might the 
West best pry open opportunities to reduce 
external tensions and enlarge internal free- 
doms? The large democracies grow steadily 
more influential in the world’s business; 
bow will the American colossus respond? 

These are presidential issues. Yet last 
summer the Dukakis forces seemed to 
scorn issues. Leading in the polls, they 
talked as though they needed only to high- 
light bumbling George Bush’s “high nega- 
tives.” Then, as nominee, Mr. Bush went 
on the attack, seizing on misleading , n on- 
presidential issues like prison furloughs.

Mr. Du- 
kakis is known as a stubborn, practical 
pioneer of “post-liberalism,” looking for 
answers other than public programs for 
needs like health insurance, escape from 
welfare and job development.

In contrast to 
his opponent, he e xpr esses admirable re- 
spect for the reproductive rights of women 
and the civil rights of minorities.

Since January 1981 tire gov- 
ernment “has simply borrowed more than 
$20,000 on behalf erf each family of four.” 

How much responsibility can fairly be 
attributed to Mr. Bush? It is said in his 
defense that be cannot be blamed for tire 
supply-side disaster; it was he, after all, who 
initially denounced it as “voodoo" econom- 
ics. That might wash had Mi. Bush not gone 
further. Bui he has. At a time when respon- 
sible citizens in both parties snuggle for 


ways to cut the deficit, what does be pro- 
pose? A new supply-side fantasy. A Bush 


pose? A new supply-side fantasy. A Bush 
administration, he reiterated last week, 
would cut tire tax on capital gains from the 
present 33 percent maximum to IS percent. 
That, be says, as the supply-siders did eight 
years ago, will stimulate business — and 
taxes. No, says the Congressional Budget 
Office: Over five years that will cost from 
$20 billion to $40 billion in lost taxes. 

Voters can be tolerant about this year’s 
ritual promises not to raise taxes. Governor 
Dukakis has made his, although leaving 
himself a more plausible (taxes only as a 
last resort) way out. The winner is likely, as 
they say coyly in Washington, to “do tire 
right dung." But the capital gains proposal 
is worse than obligatory oratory. On the eve 
of struggle over which Americans must sac- 
rifice to reduce tire deficit, Mr. Bush pro- 
poses, needlessly and recklessly, to give 
away billions to tire rich. People earning 
more than 5200,000 would get almost 75 
percent of the benefit Far from putting out 
*tbe fire, Mr. Bush would pour on gasdme. 

Here, then, is the final test Getting 
America out of hock is, by far, the next 
president's most urgmtjob. Who’s likely to 
do it better? The answer tips a closely 
balanced scale — to Michael Dukakis.

ptTA, Nigeria — Olusegun Obasaujo, former 
head orstate and stfll a powerful personal- 
ity of Nigeria, says it straight out “The bold 
fact is that Africa is a comment in derefiction 
and decay. We are moving backward as the rest 
of the world is forging ahead.” 

He was speaking to the inaugural session of a 
group he has organized called Africa Leadership 
Forum. His idea is that the key to getting Africa 
seriously launched on developmentis to identify, 
educate and prepare leaders capable of manag- 
ing the profound changes necessary. “In the last 
resort only we ourselves know what is really 
amiss with us and, what is mare, only we as 
Africans can tell it as it is to ourselves,” he said. 

“Our destiny ultimately lies in our own 
hands.” The problems “stem from a toman fail, 
ure” to establish institutions that “make for a 
humane society.” The cause of that failure he 
attributes to “our false political start” 

These are extraordinary words from a conti- 
nent whose leaders usually blame its woes on 
colonialism, exploitation by industrial coun- 
tries, refusal to provide aid and debt relief — in 
short, on somebody else. They make of this 52- 
year-old retired general with a round cheery 
face and a ready laugh a kind of African Gorba- 
chev. He starts with ids own version of gLasnost, 
naming some terrible truths so as to open the 
way at last to doing something atom it 

General Obasaujo acknowledges that Africa 
has “marginalized itself.” He talks or peres- 
troika in the Soviet Union, erf Western Europe 
moving to full economic integration, of the 
“economic and technological miracle of coun- 
tries” in East Asia.

The unhappiest accident of mod- 
em Indian politics is that Lal Baha- 
dur Shastri, the man who succeeded 
Jawaharlal Nehru as prime minister 
in 1964, died within 19 months at the 
age of 62 just as be was beginning to 
command wide respect In contrast to 
today, Mr. Shastri led a vigorous M 
broad-based party, in which the party 1 ft 
president and the prime minister 
ranked as near-equals. 

Intended as a puppet, Mrs. Gandhi 
was put in the prime minister's chair. 

Within fire years rix had made it her 
own by systematically destroying the 
old Congress Party. Insecure and sus- 
radous of potential rivals, she opted 
far dynastic rule, groommg her young- 
er son, Sanjay, as her lieutenant and 
successor. After he died in a plane 
crash in 1980, she promoted Rajiv. Ob- 
sequiousness and dependence, deqrfy 
embedded in rural India, were fos- 
tered as virtues in natkmal politics.

Tobacco Industry Leaders Have Divergent Strategies

NEW YORK — Hamish Maxwell the 62-) 
old chairman of Philip Morris Co n, and F. 
Johnson, the 56-year-old chief executive of RJR 
Nabisco Imx, are taking very different approaches 
in struggling with tobarco, which may be the most 
profitable and the most plagued of oonsomer prod- 
ucts. 

The $17 billion bid by Mr. Johnson and his 
management t«m» to take their company private, 
analysts say, is a bold effort to turn the enormous 
cash-generating capacity of the tobacco business 
into vast, quick profits. 

Analysts believe that Mr. Johnson intends to sell 
off the nontobacco ports of RJR Nabisco if Ms 
plan succeeds. The higher bid for RJR Nabisco 
announced last week by Kohlberg.

PMHp Morris’s SI 1-5 bDUon bid for Kraft Inc. 
reflects a strategy that is almost the exact opposite. 

The Philip Morris move is meant to contmne the 
company’s expansion into businesses tha t promise 
more of a future than tobacco does. 

Although both tobacco wrmnaniHc also have 
huge food operations, tobacco saL brings in most 
of the money. Tobacco accounts for two-thirds of 
RJR Nabbco’s earnings. 

Even if Philip Morris succeeds in acquiring 
Kraft, the takeewer would Ming tobacco-derived 
profits down only to 64 percent from the present 
76percenL 

The industry's critics say tfau tobacco tills anti 
injures hundreds of thousands of smokers every 
year. As a result, Americans’ tobacco consumption 
is falling by about 2 percent a year.

NaiWest’s initial margin will be 
50 basis prants, or half a percentage 
point, over the Loudon interbank 
offered rate. In the event NatWest 
and Merrill fail to agree oa an ap- 
propriate ma rgin, it wiD automati- 
cally be set at 110 basis points over 
Libor during the first 10 years, and 
at 160 baas points over Libor 
thereafter. 

Secondly, investors can request 
Merrill Lynch to repurchase the 
floating rate notes at par within 
two days of any covpan-fixm;, 
date, provided that Merrill and 
NatWest have agreed on (he mar- 
gin. This option does not operate if 
the two do not agree, and the fall- 
back margin of 110 or 160 basis 
points is applied. 

In essence, the flexibility to ad- 
just the coupon to prevailing mar- 
ket conditions enables Merrill to 
promise to repurchase the floating 
rate notes, since it is confident it 
will be able to find other investors 
to buy the paper. Merrill officials 
also said the tailback level of 110 
basis points over Libor should give 
comfort to investors since that is 


the level at which the outstanding 
illiquid perpetuals currently are 
trading

The absence of arch assurance 
was what killed the market for per- 
petual notes before. In 1986, perpe- 
tuals were marketed bearing a mar- 
gin of 10 basis points over Libor. 
When fashion changed virtually 
overnight and investors decided 
they needed a higher return to hold 
paper that would never be re- 
deemed, tire only way to accommo- 
date this was for tire paper to trade 
at a discount from par value. 

Trading at a sleep discount from 
par effectively raised the yield of 
the perpetuals, but turned the mar- 
ket totally illiquid. 

The market for floating rate 
notes was supposed to be, and up 
to 1986 had treen, a sector where 
there was virtually no risk of capi- 
tal loss.

repeat as champion.

At the moment, Collins, a tele- 
vision actress renowned for her 
role as Alexis in “Dynasty," is 
concentrating on this question of 
violence and men.

“Prime Time,'’ features a homi- 
cidal rapist, and other men de- 
scribed as walking about in a 
state of unfulfilled sexual arousal 

“Men, of course, we all know, 
are basically more highly sexed 
than women and more unable to 
control it, because mm have cer- 
tain parts of their body that show 
it," Collins says. T don’t mind 
expiating myself in a low-cut 
dress ana riianwnde That’s the 
public me. Like, taking off my 
clothes for Playboy — It means 
nothing." 

But does society’s treatment of 
women as “jost bodies," as sexual 
objects — or the way some popu- 
lar television fantasies cast wom- 
en as devious sexual manipula- 
tors, for example — contribute to 
sexual violence? 

“I would say that has a certain 
amount to do with it, but that’s 
not all," she says. “I think that 
more than that is the excessive 
violence towards women that you 
see in porno videos, winch are so 
disgusting — I mean, I haven't 


ive importance since 
she was a rape victim. "Yes, but 
lucidly, mine was not that terribly 
bad. and I did many the man. But 
it was no sort of fun from an 
innocent point of view. And now I 
understand one in every four 
women is going to be raped, 
which is a terrifying indictment 
against^ males, don’t you think? I 
mean, if one in four women is 
going to be raped, does that mean 
one in four men is a rapist?

Her sister, Jackie Comas, is the 
author of popular novels, includ- 
ing “Hollywood Wives." There 


hasn't beat too much jealousy or 
t the sisters, Col- 


tension between the sisters, 
lins says. “Jackie and I have a 
gpod relationship. We are no 
more competitive than any other 
ablings." 

The plot of “Prime Time" con- 
cerns four glamorous and contriv- 
ing Hollywood actresses who are 
vying for 'the pvt of Leading 
Bitch Goddess in a fictional 
prime-time soap opera dubbed 
“Saga." The characters are all cer- 
tain that if they can only win the 
part, they wiL become famous be- 
yond description, and will be- 
come rich by selling lines of fun, 
jewelry, clothing and accessories 
to the star-struck public. 

Collins's protagonist, Chloe 
Carriere, is misunderstood by her 
public, which cannot comprehend 
the sensitivity and romantic im- 
pulses that lie behind her facade. 
Her husbands and boyfriends are 
alternately impotent and abusive, 
and the one who treats her nicely 
turns out to be trying to steal her 



in London, she received a rude 
introduction to independence 
when her first marriage ended af- 
ter less than a year. During her 
career, she played appalling roles 
in appalling movies and was never 
able to achieve the professional 
Freedom she says she always 
warned. Once “Dynasty" brought 
her fame, if not respect, she 
moved to capitalize, not just by 
hawking accessories to her public 
but by setting op her own produc- 
tion company and casting herself 
as a star m television movies.

There exists a hidden, private 
Collins. She woq'l talk about this 
private life, but she hints that it 
includes being a mother to her 
three daughters, traveling with 
friends and writing. She has set 
down 50,000 words of her next 
novel which also concerns Holly- 
wood. 

She talks about retiring for 
months to England or Greece to 
write her book. “That’s a side of 
me that is not the side that people 
want to read about." she says.
